the job the experience. has been 
put through the plant exactly 
nothing all, far profit con- 
cerned. 


But there are too many shops, upon 
realizing that they really need the 
job, which will not stop discount 
ten per cent below proper figure. 
They ahead and cut much 
per cent just certain get- 
ting the job. 

The Economies (?) Price-Shading 

this case, suppose the job still 
amounts $100. That means that 
the firm doing $120 worth work 
for $100. Considering that the nor- 
mal net profit ten per cent, the 
shop actually loses more than $20 
the job, addition the logical ten 
per cent, $12, that should have 
made. The normal loss then some- 
thing over $32 that job accepted 
$100; and the actual net loss—below 
production costs—is more than $20. 


Many bookbinder signing 
his business death warrant when 
accepts order for job 
that fails give his firm rea- 
sonable profit the transaction. 
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Now, instead making net profit, 
which basically the aim all sound 
business effort, the firm has placed it- 
self the red over $20. Take for 
granted that after this job was done, 
business mysteriously picks and 
price-cutting longer necessary 
get all the work the shop can 
handle (which seldom comes true, 
once shop has reputation for 
price-shading). 

The company then must get two 
more $100 jobs order even 
with itself the first job. Actually 
that discount per cent makes 
necessary for the firm get three 
$100 jobs even with the world. 


Only after the fourth job—the last 
three based normal prices—does 
the shop actually have profit its 
credit. And that profit only ten 
per cent the last $100 job. has 
required more than $400 worth 
work produce this profit $10; 
and that actually the rate 
little more than two per cent net 
profit. Who can exist even two 
per cent net profit? But, suppose 
there were two $100 jobs accepted 
discount per cent? three? 
gives one sinking feeling the 
stomach into the figures! 


Wiping Out Future Net Profit 


alarmingly easy for few cut- 
price jobs wipe out the entire net 
profit the year, gained earnest 
sweating and brain-racking. 


course, there popular stock 
excuse for price-shading. When 
owner sees business slowing down and 
his shop idle, suffers the qualms 
common such condition. 
realizes that lays off his men 
will disrupt the organization; 
doesn’t, will lose money every hour 
they are the shop. He, like the 
drowning persons, casts for any 
straw; and about that time some mer- 
cenary customer comes along and asks 
for competitive bid. 
step for the troubled owner the 
moment make his estimate 
low that the customer cannot afford 
take elsewhere. 

The minute the bookbinder makes 
price concession, admits weak- 
ness price argument. The cus- 
tomer gets the impression that the

ONDITIONS have 
changed radi- 
cally the past 
twenty-five years 
more, and 
small measure, 
even, the last 
ten years, that al- 
most complete re- 
adjustment has been necessary 
the methods library binding. The 
public library movement has come 
from very small beginnings many 
cases, and has resulted the estab- 
lishment libraries large num- 
bers small towns from 2,000 popu- 
lation and up, supported municipal 
tax. 

good number states re- 
cent years the rate the library tax 
has been increased state legisla- 
tion result largely the activ- 
ity the state library commissions, 
enabling the libraries whose commun- 
ities availed themselves vote 
the increased support thus provided, 
buy more books, which short 
time had sent the binder 
made good new. 


Paper Chief Problem Library 
Binding 
The inferior paper, remarkable 
variety quality and thickness, has 
always constituted the first and the 
most serious problem library bind- 


ing. Sewing through the fold was 
given years ago impracticable, 
except for the very few books printed 
high grade paper. has taken 
librarians long time recognize 
the difficulties the way rebind- 
ing shabby old books which usually 
have been used much too long and 
crudely mended with generous quan- 
tities paste glue much too often, 
before giving the binder chance 
re-make them. 

some the larger libraries the 
binding was perhaps more 
gently handled, while others the 
work was supervised some one 
the library who hadn’t been much 
success other departments, with 
results far from satisfactory, might 
expected. 


Growth Library Binderies 


Many small binderies over the 
country tried their hand library 
binding, some them with more 
less increasing success, and others 
failing make good. for 
some the old established firms, 
good number the library binders 
the present have grown from the 
ago, while others are operated 
former employes the older bind- 

Perhaps isn’t strange that li- 
brarians know little about the in- 
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tricacies the binding their books; 
this seems the way the world. 
are absorbed our own 
lines that don’t take sufficient 
time learn other lines 
even when closely allied our own. 
Here there need for illustrated 
pamphlet ten twenty-five pages, 
showing approved methods library 
binding, which should put into the 
hands every librarian and 
library school student. Possibly our 
jointly eompiled specifications for li- 
brary and school book binding may 
have opened the way for something 
definite this kind, which the 
library binder may able get over 
the librarian idea some 
the technique his work 
dentally point out some difficulties, 
few which the library might 
able help overcoming, the mu- 
tual advantage each.

Comb Marbling Drawn Edges

FTER preparing 
and testing the 
size according 
the previously de- 
scribed lessons, all 
implements 
and accessories re-

placed near hand—the trough 
containing the reduced and tested size 
working bench with the waste 
compartment the right; the skim- 
ming strips next the left end the 
trough; and the marbling cups con- 
taining the prepared colors immedi- 
ately behind the trough.

The drop brushes should left 
their cups with their handles against 
either the bottles color row 
against the wall. This prevents 
spilling colors and other little ac- 
cidents. 

Comb marbling, also called drawn 
edge, worked out generally 
black, blue, yellow and red, the colors 
more commonly used English trade 
marblers. Each color should have 
been prepared according directions 
previously given and mixed well with 
stirring brushes. 


Operator Judges Amount 
Poured 


The operator judges the amount 
color poured into the cups 
the number edges has marble. 
prepare the edges papers for 
marbling, sponge dipped alum 
water, the water 
squeezed out, and the sponge 
passed completely over the edges 
papers.

Edges and papers can marbled 
soon dry, but the same day, 
since overnight the alum would lose 
its operative properties. Alumed 
edges and papers should marbled 
within few hours, the longest, 
after their preparation. 


Disposing Colors Edges 

After preparation the edges, the 
operator skims his size carefully and 
disposes the colors the edges. 
Black disposed first almost every 
kind marbling, because goes weil 
with any color and gives best results 
when dropped first. should 
dropped single row closely 
grouped drops form the 
middle the trough 
ground regular possible. 

Oriental blue then dropped the 
black double row drops and 
Indian yellow, next, the same way, 
but without obliterating the blue. 
Scarlet lake carmine dropped 
last and similar manner. 


Drawing Colors 


The operator then draws the colors 
holding the wooden end the 
stylo his hand and, with steady, 
clean motion, drawing first 
zontal across the higher row 
colored drops, left right, then 
lower row, right left, and finally 
ondulating line, taking the ribbon 
color from bottom top and vice 
versa. 

Then, holding the marbling comb 
its extremities, teeth down, the op- 
erator gives its back slight inclina- 
tion towards him and dips the teeth 
into the size, not more than half 
inch. then draws the comb across 
the ondulated colors, left right. 


Thirty-four 


steadily, taking care retain 
much possible the horizontal posi- 
tion. The larger the comb the swifter 
the motion. 


transfer the edge from the size 
the book, the latter placed be- 
tween two narrow clean boards ex- 
actly flush with the edge 
marbled. Holding boards 
edge down acute angle with the 
surface the size, the corner the 
edge nearer the size dipped first 
and the rest the edge brought 
slowly but steadily into perfect con- 
tact with the colors the size. Slow 
dipping obtains clean edge free from 
any air bubble, which would produce 
white spot the edge. 

The book then withdrawn, and 
color and size are washed 
off with strong jet water and 
the book let stand dry. 

Flatwise Marbling Dipping 

Dipping papers marbled 
wise much more difficult. Alumed 
papers should dried flat pos- 
sible between boards. There are many 
ways holding the papers for 
marbling. Small sheets 
alumed side down, that the near 
edge takes the shape “J.” The 
bottom part first brought into con- 
tact with the size, then the long part 
pushed gently down until lays 
flat the surface. The remaining 
part then let down. 

lifting, the paper off the marbled 
part should not touched any more 
than can helped. Washing the 
same with edges. papers are 
thin, the size should skimmed im- 
mediately remove waste colors and 
prevent the body the colors from 
sinking the bottom the trough.

Publishing 


OTAL titles new books and 
new editions published annually 
dropped off for some reason between 
1916 and 1920, but since then have 
been increasing each year until, 
1925, 6,680 new books and 1,493 new 
editions, total 8,173, were brought 
out. This the largest annual total 
for new titles and new editions for 
the five year period. There 
reason believe that the total did 
not continue increase during 1926. 
What perhaps even more signifi- 
cant, estimated that the general 
number books sold has increased 
about fifty per cent during the past 
six years, against per cent gain 
number titles published during 
the same period. This indicates in- 
creasing sales with moderate in- 
crease number titles published, 
which regarded healthy condi- 
tion for publishing. 

Book distribution the upgrade 
despite the competition the radio, 
the theatre, and other modern amuse- 
ments which might regarded 
militating against the reading 
books. Everybody talking about 
“What’s the matter with the younger 
generation today,” but 
which decidedly right about the 
young people these days—and prob- 
ably the same time partly responsi- 
ble for its changing habits and view- 
points and customs—is the fact that 
they are reading books eagerly, books 
that are worth while.

Job Costs vs. Estimates 
ANY concerns who discover after 
billing job that, instead the 
profits originally expected, they have 
sustained actual losses money, 
often wonder where the trouble lies. 

firms which had been out pocket 
the tune hundreds dollars, 
revealed that careless billing clerks 
were responsible for errors which ulti- 
mately cost the firms question con- 
siderable money. was found that 
many orders were put through the 
plant immediately upon receipt with- 
out check being made between the 
estimate given the customer and what 
the actual cost the job amounted 
to. 

Many concerns would very much 
surprised, making comparisons 
estimates and cost sheets, find the 
extent which actual costs vary from 
estimates. view these facts, 
should the unfailing practice 


every firm consider carefully its. 


estimate sheet and the original layout 
which the order has been secured, 
and make close check between 
estimated and actual costs. This 
one the ways which bindery loss 


can often turned into profit.

owner either has been making 
enormous profit jobs done regu- 
lar prices, simply can’t stand 
see job walk out his shop. 
does not forget this impression and 
easy imagine him coming back 
the same place with his next job, 
with the expectation similar con- 
cession. the owner does not grant 
it, loses both job and friend; 
for the customer gets the idea that 
being “held up.” 

Not only does the price shading 
create the wrong impression with the 
person who actually gets the favor, 
but such adverse news has disagree- 
able habit spreading easily. The 


bookbinder who cuts the price 


few jobs alarmed find that 
many new customers expect shad- 
ing their estimates. Good news 


travels fast; but bad news travels 
faster. 


Keeps Other Shops from Making 
Profit 

that where the individual 
bookbinder suffers, from purely self- 
ish standpoint. poor business 
the long run, Mr. Weber emphasizes, 
shade prices, considering strictly 
from the personal standpoint; but 
from the standpoint the industry, 
doubly more harm done. The shop 
which takes job discount 
per cent below normal prices not 
only loses over $20 the $100, but 


keeps other shops from making 


profit. 


When Job Carried from Shop 
Shop 


not the job that created 
the energetic bookbinder that must 
price-shaded. the job carried 
from shop shop and priced. 
the job that the customer has decided 
have done upon his own-accord, and 
seeking the best price for doing 
it. All conditions being equal, 
probable that there would just 
many individual bookbinding jobs 
done the course year any 
city district regular prices 
reduced prices, while the volume 
business prices would 

Mr. Weber finds that the best an- 
swer price-shading business cre- 
ating. “There are millions dol- 
lars’ worth bookbinding business 
lying idle the shelves and shops 
the United States,” declares, “that 
probably never done, simply 
because the bookbinders have not got 
out and solicited the business. Ours 
service that the average person 
knows little nothing about. 
hears little nothing about it. 
order make him realize that has 
bookbinding that ought done, 
must keep our services before him, 
either through advertising personal 
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cured that way does not have 
price-shaded. The customer does not 
expect it. likewise remains with 
you, you his first job right. 
not the kind customer from 


shop shop with estimate pad 
his hand.” 


Too Lenient Credits 


Next the price-shading evil, Mr. 
Weber points out that has found 
that too lenient credits perhaps the 
greatest profit-destroyer the in- 
dustry. recommends bookbinders 
going the same strict credit basis 
other merchants and manufactur- 
ers selling the public the 
trade. When owner faced with 
slack period his shop, too 
often grants credit doubtful 
customer, rather than risk losing the 
job. takes job amounting 
$100 and fails collect for it; that 
means that must ten other $100 
jobs proper prices order 
exactly even the jobs. other 
words, does $1,100 worth busi- 
ness and gets out nothing but 
exercise and experience! 

“The best tonic for lax credits 
price-shading,” Mr. Weber declares, 
wholesome understanding and 
mutual confidence among the local 
members the industry. You can 
move mountains with confidence. 
After all, every member the indus- 
try primarily for one thing— 
make money. Since have mu- 
tual end accomplish, ought 
have mutual means accomplish- 
ing it.”

Book Sales Show Increase 


Book publication the United 
States during the first nine months 
this year, according the Depart- 
ment Commerce, amounted 5,879 
titles, increase 0.2 per cent over 
the 5,867 titles published during the 
same period last year. Importation 
titles decreased 0.6 per cent from 
1,196 1,189. 

the same periods book sales in- 
creased from 108,405 112,003, 3.3 
per cent and shipments declined 
slightly, from 105,858 105,886. 

September 805 titles were pub- 
lished, comparing with 587 August 
this year, 37.1 per cent gain, and 
with 695 September last year, 
15.8 per cent increase.
